JURY SERVICE 


An incident which occurred on 
Thursday, at a death inquiry in 
Kowloon, suggests that there is 
something amiss with the system 
whereby jurors are selected for 
service at inquests. In the casa 
under notice, all the jurymen 
were Chinese, and when Europ- 
ean witnesses were called to give 


evidence, it became: necessary to] | 
_| employ an interpreter to trans- 


late their statemonts into Chin- 
ese. The qualifications for jury 
service are’ Iaid down in the 
Ordinance in the following 
terms:-—“Every male person be- 
tween the’ ages of twenty-one 
and sixty years, being of sound 
mind ‘and not afflicted with deaf- 
ness, blindness, or other such in- 
firmity, who is a good and 
sufficient person resident within 
the Colony, and is not ignorant 


__.|.of the. English Janguage, shall be. 


qualified and Hable to serve as a 
juror, subject to the exceptions 
hereinafter provided." From 
the fact that, owing to their 
ignorance. of the English langu- 
age, the jurora at. Thursday's 
inquiry needed the services of an 
interpreter, it ‘ia obvious that 
they were not qualified to serve. 
The question then arises as, to 
how their names ever came to be 
placed on the Jury List. Refer. 
ence'to the Ordinance shows 
that the Registrar of the 
Supreme Court is required every 
year to “make an alphabetical 
list of all persons ascertained by 
him to be Hable to serve as 
jurors,” and a copy of such list 
is posted for the term of a fort. 
night at the chief entrance to 
the Court, Provision is made 
whereby anyone may then apply 
for his name or that of some 
other person ‘either to be added 
to or struck off from: the list; 
and the Legislative Council is 
given power to add to or remove 
names therefrom. The precise 
method whereby the Registrar 
ascertaing who is, and who is 
not, liable to serve, would appear 
to need some revision, Under 
existing conditions, it is quite 
possible that many who are liable 


for service esenpe their obliga. , 


tions, and we know from the 
case under notice that others who 
are unqualified are called up. 
Until ‘some -better system is: 
evolved, the-least that can be 
done is to ascertain, when jury- 
men are actually. called, whether 
they are qualified from. the 
langunge standpoint. As.things 
are, it is to be feared that local 
fanels often include jurymen 
who have only a mere smatter- 
ing of English and are therefore 
quite unable to follow the: pro- 
decdings intelligently. Tho re- 
qult-is to reduce the jury system 
to a mere mockery.. Moreover, 
in criminal trials there can.be no 
guarantee, ‘in such ‘circumstan- 
rea of verdicts fair either to the 

rown- or to the. ‘accused.

LEAGUE FUNCTIONS 


_ Thinking men in America and 
Russia have reacted _in the only 
intelgent manner, The existence 
of the Lenguc appears to be 
menaced: by withdrawals, Can 
they discover good reasona whv 
their countries should fill the wav? 
Tho real issue is not, of course, 
whether the entry of Russia and 
the United States is desirable. 
That is too obvious to warrant 
discussion. Tho real question to 
bo answered is ‘whether tho League 
can fulfil the essential functions 
for which it was so | hopefully 
established. Can the League be 
maintained as an effective director 
of International life? Tan ft in- 
fluence tho: major problems of 
world politics and the presorvation 
of peace? Ifthe answer.ia8 In tho 
affirmative, and {t partially ‘do- 
pends upon how much the United 
States and Soviet Russia are pre- 
pared to contribute to the League 
ideal, then not only is American 
and Russian membership desirable. 
but it is in their own intereats 
that they should lend more fully 
to the Support of Geneva.
